k*h If another section of memory is to be typed out, go back to 

Step I4..I above and repeat, as often as necessary. 

^. ERROR INDICATIONS 

^.1 If a non-octal character is typed in during input of either 

the starting or the ending address, the typewriter tj'pes 
"ERROR" and the carriage returns. The coiT5)uter is now ready 
to accept correct typein of the erroneous address. 

5^.2 If an ending address smaller than the starting address is 

typed in, the typewriter types "ERROR" and the carriage 
returns. The computer is now ready to accept typein of the 
correct ending address. 
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5.3 I:f the address "7777" is typed in as an ending address (see 
RESTRICTIONS), the typewriter types "ERROR" and the carriage 
returns. The computer is new ready to accept typein of an 
acceptable ending address* 

5»U If "7777" was typed in as the starting address, any ending 
address typein will result in the "ERROR" typeout. Reload 
the tape to initialize all commands and constants and start 
again.
